.Monsieur George Claude celebrated 
Inventor .'Uid member of the French 
Academy of Science, will (lolivcr a 
lecture In the .\Ioyse The.itre a" r 
o'clock tomorrow afternoon on ihi 
subject iif "lincrgj' irom the .■^ea. 
M. c:.iinle Is the author of the well- 
known book which has been tran- 
slated into Enfjllsh. entitled "Liquid 
Air, OxyKen and Nitrogen," and he l.'s 
famous lor the upparaius named 
•iftcr him. de.Hl;;nod fm the piirpoce 
Of inaklni- iiijui.! a'r, and for oh- 
tainlns pure oxygon anu pure nitro- 
gen. 

The speaker done much: re- 

search work upon this subject. Fol- 
lowing is a brrief description of his 
method: - 

In tropical regions the surface of 
the Hoa is warmer to Uie extent of 
about 28 DC. than the bottom of tho 
sea. Using the cold water as a con- 
denser and the warmer ua a source 
of hea.t Claude has shown that It is 
poKslblo to work with the vapour 
pressure of the warmer water a tur- 
bine of the Laval type. In a recent 
number of L'Uluetratlon, 20th, 
November 1926 there is an Interest- 
ing picture of Claude describing to 
his colleagues of the Academy df 
•Science in Paris the possibility of 
this source of energy. The question, 
therefore, {xiMies from the region of 
I'hysics into that of Engineering, jind 
In this suuie, uf, usiuil, difficulties 
will undoubtedly be met. Whether 
they will be ('onciuerud In such a 
n)nnner ua to leave avaiistble a use- 
ful source of Anergy, remains to be 
seen and he would be a rash prophet 
who affirmed or wlio denied It. 

The lecture Is under the auHpicon 
of the .SigTn.a XI .Society and the 
Chemical and Physical Societies of 
McOill University but it is free and 
open to those Interested.

The Mac Gregors became very strong 
and ultimately a. ban was put on them. 
Finally the chief surrendered to Ar- 
gyle, as he wonted to get .a permit to 
go to England to enlist aid. He w.-vs 
given a .«afe-conduct, but w.ls betray- 
ed, taken to Edinburgh and there ex- 
ecuted.

It might be well to explain first that 
the aim of the Conference was to coni 
ilder the application of the Chriaiiui 
way of living to Rroup life, with par- 
llculai- reference to the institutions *»f 
eiUicallon gnvernment. and the churchy 

H. C. Aviaon was tbi- first speaker. 
He stressed the need of those Intend- 
ing to attend such a Conference ta 
put in intensive prep.^ratlon, else a 
1,-reat deal of the good would b« moat 
likely to l.r lost. He also spoke of 
the need of . lasslflcation of the ideaa 
obtalneil at the Conference after it 
ha.i finished. . l' 

Jean Sniellle spoke of Its value .lai 
giving everyone an opportunity to ea- 
press themselves. The value of wt 
as an approach lo many things, espec|« 
iilly in connection with educational 
methods was also commented on. , 

That something Is wrong .with-tli 
present system of the training 
le.-ichers, was the co-nvlctlon of Morlc 
Ferguson, who derlared that the nai 
Interest of the Conf^renco for her 
in the treatment of educational pro* 
leins. Te.ichers mu.it put more lo^ 
Into their work. There is also 
much of the dea with many 'teachi 
that they are simply preparing th^ 
pupils to go out Into the world to 
make money. Thls-spirlt must be ell- 
mlnated. Everyone must also be pre- 
pared to show more tolerance to thé 
many mistakes that aro constantly 
being made. 

Philip .Matthams declared that tha 
Conference lost much of Its value, for 
himself at least, because there j^^Sf 
enough of the communal spirit'ifiïIllSî 
was so much in evidence at ESvin 
House. This, he îiald, was probably 
the result of the size of the meetinga. 
The Conference stri-wseii Interest In 
elections, and -'arllnment, but partiou- 
larly in reference to the choice ofvig 
candidate, and the real understanding 
of Just why we are being governed. I 
was a.ssumed that there should be 
church: although we are somctlm* 
dis.sallafled with It we must stick to 
It. A creed was also drawn up whte 
consists simply of the statemen 
"Jesus is Lord". The secret of a goOd 
life Is, "As you aci to your fellow men 
you'll act with God" and may be put 
down ns ".Me. you. and God". Thera 
bus got to be more thinking aboiti 
everything, and we must start by.edu» 
eating ourselves. ;,, 

Margaret Gordon, a former Secra*. 
tary of the S.CA. of Canada from tha 
Pacific Coast, remarked that the Con. 
ference W'ls a disappointment to hal> 
In a way, because she said she found 
.IS much groping around In the dark 
among students in the East as she df4 
In the West, which was not expected. 
However, the Conference as à whola 
pleased her, even it there was a lot 
of bungling. She said that it waa 
brought home to her that If. we had 
more nerve, or spunk, we could do • 
lot for our national ttnd universitJ! 
life. 

It has been definitely decided to go 
ahead with a further consideration of 
the problems raised. The first group 
that has been formed for this pur- 
pose will meet on Tuesday, January 26, 
at five o'clock.
